AN EASTER REFLECTION. 
“Why seek ye the Living with the dead?” (Luke 


When Christ’s enemies executed and buried Him, 
| they persuaded themselves that they had buried His 
| power and influence forever. They left Mt. Calvary 
>» on that memorable Good Friday believing that they 
had put an end to Jesus’ career. Vain delusion! His 
home defeat was the real beginning of His victory. 
‘Two days later, His enemies would be confounded, a 
new era in mankind’s history would begin, and 
Christ’s power would soon be felt to the uttermost 
limits of the earth. 
The philosophy of His mission, as well as the phil- 
osophy of our own, was outlined in the brief declara- 
tion Jesus made to two disciples immediately follow- 


ing His Resurrection: “Ought not Christ to have 
ce ered these things and so enter into His glory?” 
(Luke XXIV, 26). Heaven is a reward. Victory, amid 


everlasting glory, will follow for us, only if we be 
“crucified to the world.” “If we suffer, we shall aiso 

_ reign together with Him” (2 Tim. II, 12). This was a 
- new doctrine to the world, but it is a cardinal doctrine 
of Christianity. 

According to His plan, Christ’s life and principles 
must be reproduced in His Church, and even in ind.- 
o ‘vidual souls. 
se IN HIS CHURCH—What declareth history? 
~The Roman om ge was the greatest world-power 

that ever existed. When Christianity was born this 
mighty empire was enjoying the zenith of its splen- 
dor; all the nations of the world cringed at its feet; 
its language was the universal tongue. All the might 
of its tyrannical rulers was directed against the infaut 
Church; the death sentence hung over the head of 
every follower ofJesus. Yet Peter, the representative 
of a hated Christ, and the leader of outlawed Chris- 
tianity, comes to Rome and establishes there the very 
seat of Christ’s Kingdom. Like Christ, he himself 
went into glory through crucifixion; successors, who 
believed that “to die was gain,” were not wanting, so 
the kingdom, over which Peter presided, not only 
lived, but its seat remained in Rome; its glory expand- 
ed, while that of the Roman Empire declined. For 
three hundred years the mightiest empire in the world 
spent all its force, exerted all its power, to crush and 
bury the then little kingdom of Christ. It succeeded 
in burying her in the ¢atacombs for a time, but from 
this subterranean grave she rose again,—and the 
Roman Empire, and all the worid with it, was com- 
pelled to fall upon its knees and confess: “Thou hast 
conquered, O Galilean!” Peter, the fisherman, and 
his worldly-weak successors, triumphed over all the 
forces of the world and hell, and, through suffering, 
went into glory. 

IN INDIVIDUAL SOULS—For three centuries 
the Church’s children were crucified, or executed in 
manners equally ignominious. Ten million of them 
went into glory, like Christ Himself, through silent 
and cherished suffering. 

So has it been throughout the centuries since. It 
has often been more difficult to live for Christ than to 
die for Him, because of the hatred and persecution 
with which the world has ever pursued members of 
Christ’s Church. They have been legislated against, 
submitted to torture, banished from the land of their 
birth, reduced to penury, starvation, but the assur- 
ance “if we suffer, we shall also reign together with 
Him,” made them “glory in their tribulations” (Rom. 
VY, 3). The victory of a glorious resurrection has al- 
ways brought cheer and consolation to those “who 
would live Godly in Christ Jesus.” The crown behind 
the cross, the glory behind the sorrow, “what God 
hath prepared for those who love Him,” made life, the 
most miserable, worth living.

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THE WORKINGS OF THE PARISH SCHOOL AID COMMITTEE. 


In very many places there is a crying need for more interest and help 
on the part of the laity !n behalf of the parish schools. For this reason it 
will be expedient in every Sodality Union to establish a Parish Schoo! Aid 
Committee with a chairman appointed by the President of the Union, and 
with one member from each Sodality in the Union. 

At their first meeting this Committee will discuss ths situation and 
needs of the parish schools of the city, being helped in their deliberations 
by the diocesan superintendent of parish schools or by any one else with 
special experience anc judgment whom they may call in to advise them. 
At this meeting they sould consider the number of Catholic children at- 
tending the parish schools, the number in the public schools, and the 
reasons for non-attendance of the Catholic children at the parish schools. 
The special needs of the parish schools should also be dwelt upon, and it 
would be helpful to have a few strong and moving.words on the duty of 
supporting the parish schools and the necessity of a religious education to 
hold our children in the faith and make them zealous and fervent Catholic 
men and women. A plan of the work for the coming year in aid of the 
parish schools should then be drawn up in outline and a more forma! dis- 
cussion of it proposed for a following meeting. 

Each member of the Committee should then be urged and instructed 
to go back to his or her Sodality and gather a subcommittee or Section of 
the Sodality to cooperate with the work of the general committee of the 
Union, The committee member will, as before, be the chairman of this 
sub<ommittee, and will present to the general committee’ a quarterly re- 
port of work done and plans being carried out. 

The members of the committee can be helpful in many ways to parish 
schools—by persuading the Catholic parents to send their children, by 
collecting for needed equipment and buildings, by giving entertainments, 
by providing clothing and books for the poorer children, by discovering 

_. and remedying reasons for non-attendance or for want of study.

The insistence of Catholics that under such circumstances the con- 
version of the non-Catholic party should precede the marriage cannot 
reasonably be offensive to Protestants. Their doctrine of the private in- 
terpretation of the Bible must leave full freedom to any one to enter the 
Catholic Church, if he is convinced that this is the only Church estab- 
lished by Christ and that the Scriptures plainly and unmistakably teach 
him so. The Catholic Church itself would not consider his admission into 
the fold unless he Were sincerely convinced that it alone is the one and 


only Church of Christ. 


The mere desire of satisfying the wish of the 


Catholic party would in nowise suffice. 
But might not the Protestant similarly insist that the Catholic should 
embrace the Protestant creed? 
Certainly not, if he acts consistently with his own principles. Every 
one, in the Protestant view, has the liberty of interpreting the Scrpitures 
as May seem best to him. The Catholic lady in the case is convinced of 
the absolute correctness of her own interpretation. He can therefore have 


no objection that she should freely follow it. 


She accepts for the most 


satisfactory reasons, the interpretation authoritatively given by the 


Church, the Divinely appointed interpreter of the Word of God.

There is 
also a college for boys, taught by 
Brothers at Brownsville, and a con- 
vent school for girls, conducted by 
Sisters. Three lay teachers are in 
charge of the school for Mexicans, 
There is a large U. 8. Army Post lo- 
cated here. 

We met Bishop Nussbaum of 
Corpus Christi at this place, and 
dined with him at the rectory con- 
nected with the church for American 
Catholics. Bishop Nussbaum was 
formerly a member of the Passionist 
Order and was located for several 
years in Argentina, South America, 
where he became familiar. with 
Spanish. More than four-fifths of his 
subjects are poor Mexicans, and the 
development of religious work in his 
diocese is necessarily hampered fer 
lack of funds. We shall later write 
at greater length on pioneer mission- 
ary activities in and around Browns- 
ville. 

After spending one full day here, 
we secured reservation for an all- 
night ride back to San Antonio, ar- 
riving there shortly before noon on 
the following day-—-Thursday.
